Governors hold national conferences. 
Chiefs of state hold summit meetings. 
This week-end in Sacramento, the Cali- 
fornia State College Student Presidents 
Association (CSCSPA) will hold its fourth 
conference of the year to co-ordinate 
statewide efforts to improve the status 
of higher education, 

Delegates from the 18 schools in the 
California State College System, repre- 
senting some 200,000 students, will attcnd 
a steady stream of meetings, conferences 
and workshops beginning today and last- 
ing through Sunday, They will work with 
advisors from the Chancellor’s office and 
the state-wide Academic Senate and hear 
noted legislators, including Robert Mona- 
gan, Albert Rodda and Alfred Alquist. 

According to Lenard Starks, president 
of the SSC Associated Students and vice- 
president of CSCSPA, the conference will 
discuss and pass resolutions on 24 issues. 
In conjunction with the presidents’ meet- 
ing, a committee of the group called the 
Academic Affairs Assembly will also 
meet to discuss matters of academic 
concern and to discuss solutions to prob- 
lems. 


Major Report 


One of the major reports to be given 
in the course of the conference will be 
given by Christopher Larson, who has 
been co-ordinating lobbying activities for 
CSCSPA, Starks stated that this year 
more than 30 bills have been introduced 
into the state legislature calling for puni- 
tive and restrictive action toward the 
state colleges and their student bodies. 
Larson has arranged for four of the 
college student presidents to testify before 
committees at the Capitol on behalf of 
the academy. He will report on his 
efforts and give recommendaticns for 
future work. He will also conduct a work- 
shop if lobbying; lecturing on methods 
of letter writing and means of utilizing 
official channels to influence the legis- 
lators. 
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The 


The delegates will consider a reso- 
lution on a student “Bill of Rights and 
Responsibilities.” This measure was 
brought up in preceding conferences, but 
was discarded when campus disruptions 
rendered it obsolete. The bill to be 
considered at this conference, according 
to Starks, will list grievance procedures 
students may follow to dispute grades or 
administrative decisions and request a due 
process procedure in issues of student 
conduct. The resolution states that stu- 
dents are expected to comply with certain 
ethical standards in their actions and 
that some legal questions or issues of 
controversy which occur on campus should 
be handied by the college administrative 
apparatus rather than by community 
channels. 


CSHE Reps 


The Committee to Support Higher Edu- 
cation (CSHE) will have representatives 
at the conference and the delegates will 
plan a program of coordination with the 
new committee. CSHE is a newly organ- 
ized body which hopes to “ re-educate’’ 
the public in the real issues surrounding 
campus unrest and student dissatisfaction, 
according to committee leaders. 

Senator Alquist will submit a proposal 
to the conference representatives, re- 
questing that the State Colleges and the 
State Universities be included under the 
same governing board. A letter has 
already been sent to the Board of Trus- 
tees from Stephen Lieurance, executive 
secretary of CSCSPA, asking that the 
board appoint a voting student member 
to its ranks when an opening occurs, 

Starks stated that all students, faculty 
and members of the community are free 
to attend all the functions of the con- 
ference. Most of the meetings and work- 
shops will be held on the third floor of 
the Science Building. General sessions 
are scheduled for today from 1:30 p.m. 
to 3:3) p.m. in the Sierra Room; to- 
morrow, Saturday, from 12 noon to 1:30 
p.m. in the Faculty Dining Room and 
Sunday, from 9:30 a.m. to noon and from 
1 to 2:30 p.m. in Science 326, 


Delegates Reception 


A reception for the delegates is slated 
for Saturday night at the E] Dorado Hotel. 
Starks stated that all who attend who 
have not paid conference fees will be 
requested to pay a fee of 50 cents. 

CSCSPA was organized in 1959 inorder 
to speak for State College students on 
statewide and local issues. Today the 
group is the only State College student 
group recognized by the Assembly of the 
California State Legislature and recog- 
nized by the California State College 
Board of Trustees and Chancellors Office. 

The organization also operates student 
services in computer job placement and 
overseas summer travel. 

President of the CSCSPA for 1968-69 
is Victor Lee, San Jose State College 
student body president during 1967-68. 
Vice-president is Starks. Student body 
president at San Fernando Valley State 
College, Glenn Mahler, is the organi- 
zation treasurer and David Warren, for 
Cal State, Long Beach is the executive 
coordinator. 

The executive secretary and public 
relations director is Stephen Lieurance 
from San Jose State. Norm Miller from 
Sacramento State is the legislative 
director. Gene Adams from San Jose 
State directs the services and Mary Ellen 
Rubin is secretary.

Why Join Student AFT?

The impressive faculty and TA union victories at San Francisco 
State College, and the strong TA unions at UC Berkeley and Stanford 
University, demonstrate the potential effectiveness of student and 
faculty unions, Among other things, the AFT strikes at SF State have 
gained a badly needed grievance procedure and the nine unit teaching 
load, 

Encouraged by this, a group of graduate studentsat SSC has recently 
chartered a ‘Student Employees AFT,’’ The new union, led by graduate 
students John McDowell (sociology) and Joe Rogers (anthropology), 
urges any student employed on campus — TA, GA, student assistant, 
work-study, etc. — to join, We especially urge former Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee members employed on campus to join. 

Affiliated with 175,000 other AFT members nationally, the SS( 
“Student AFT’ is concerned specifically with the problems and 
interests of students employed on campus. The new union is com- 
pletely autonomous and expects to work closely with the local faculty 
AFT on the issues the student membership regards important, such 
as pay, working conditions, and job discrimination against women and 
minorities. 


Student employees on all levels need adequate grievance pro- 
cedures, Jobs often have built in problems, not due to any individual, 
but structured into the job and unsolved because no organization until 
now has existed specifically to deal with these problems, Individuals 
should not be forced, as they are now, to risk reprisals (even firing) 
for raising job complaints, The union can act as an agent to insure 
due process and protect student workers with legitimate complaints. 

Another issue that graduate assistants, and student assistants who 
hope to become GAs, can organize around is the necessity for adequate 
GA money as a permanent State College budgetitem, A certain number 
of GAs is essential to the State College System, Besides gaining 
valuable experience and essential economic assistance, GAs help 
faculty fulfill the bureaucratic functions that accompany teaching. 
Though they are essential, funding for GAsis now haphazzard, irregular, 
and inadequate. No department can be sure of the source or amount 
of money that will be available to fund GAs, and no graduate student, 
no matter how qualified or how much in need, can be sure of economic 
assistance, Only permanent budget funds specifically for GAs will 
solve this problem, 

There are other economic benefits that a strong Union could help 
to secure: sick pay, health insurance, higher minimum wage, and 
perhaps such things as extended library privileges for GAs, The 
Union’s success in gaining these kinds of benefits wili depend on our 
strength —- the more members, the more bargaining power. 


But Union membership has valve other than the promise of direct 
economic gain, The educational community is now atomized and un- 
organized, allowing the Reagans and Raffertys tc more easily take 
advantage of us. By aligning ourselves with the 175,000 other AFT 
members nationally we gain a strong ally concerned with some of the 
same problems as ourselves, We have access to AFT attorneys and 
union support in time of need. Inno other way could students gain more 
power and more backing for legitimate campus problems than by be- 
coming part of the labor movement. 

But there is a final ideological reason for a student AFT, perhaps 
the most important in terms of long range consequences, The Student 
AFT will send delegates to the Central Labor Council, the main 
governing body for the organized labor movement in Sacramento, Our 
presence in the Labor Council wili serve to legitimize students in 
the eyes of some unionists who believe Reagan’s lies that radical 
students are only interested in disruption and destruction. For the 
first time, organized labor in Sacramento will hear the voice of students 
committed to democratic social change NOW! Many of labor’s anti- 
intellectual and anti-student biases will soon be dispelledas we become 
part of the labor movement and begin to encourage among unionists 
a rejuvenated sense of social responsibility for the problems facing 
higher education.

i am well convinced that we 
students must represent ourselves 
in issues of higher education. It 
is clear to many “student 
leaders’’, especially some on our 
campus, that students can quickly 
develop the sophisication and re- 
sources to fend for themselves 
better than anyone else, be they 
the state legislators, Chancellor’s 
representatives or college admin- 
istrators, 

A delegation of the State Col- 
lege administration recently 
appeared before the Assembly 
Education Committee to speak on 
a bill which would provide an 
emergency appropriation to the 
State Colleges to hire additional 
faculty and thereby partially ac- 
commodate the over-enro!lment 
this spring. 

Included in the delegation were 
Vice Chancellor Brakebili, Vice 
Chancellor Whitesel and Assistant 
Chancellor Keene. The Assembly 
Committee wanted facts and 
opinions about registration statis- 
tics, admission problems and com- 
plexities and enrollment trends. 
One would naturally expect that 
the Chancellor’s representatives 
could have adequately provided 
that information. Unfortunately, 
they could not. Their responses 
to the Education Committee’s 
questions frustrated the committee 
and were received hilariously by 
a gallery of students and repre- 
senta‘ives from Sacramento State 
College and the University of 
California at Davis. 


Two areas of concern have 
tended to dominate these discus- 
sions. They are: (1) How can 
students and/or faculty influence 
California political system? (2) 
How can students and faculty 
create a truer public image of 
what we in higher education are 
about? 

A discussion group has been 
planned to involve more students 
in awareness and policy making 
in what we students are to do with 
respect to our state politics and 
public image. Students are invited 
to attend this session Tuesday, 
March 11, 1969 11:00 to 12:00 
in the Student Lounge. Among those 
participating in the discussions 
will be Jim Brown, ASSSC Attorney 
General; Jerry Plummer, FP resi- 
dent of Graduate Social Work 
Association; Tom Martin, Presi- 
dent of Inter-Campus Protestant 
Ministry.

Disruption, in the form of repres- 
sive legislation, is steadily bearing 
down from the state legislation on 
the higher educational institutions 
of the state, including SSC, With 
a paternalistic feeling prevalent 
in the community and a hostile 
legislature, real issues become 
easily obscured and understanding 
reaches all time lows. These 
factors coupled with others are 
not helping an already critical 
situation, Those that doubt the

Dick Reynolds, SSC student will 
teach a new class this semester 
called “From Rhetoric to Revolu- 
tion: Is It Possibie?’’ The first 
session today, March 7, is for 
registration and explanation. The 
two-unit pass fail course wil! meet 
Wednesday and Friday at 3 p.m. 
in Science 121. 

Reynolds will teach the class, 
with Gregg Campbell, as director. 
The class will pursue much the 
same route used during the last 
semester which emphasized the 
period 1954 to the present. 

“It is hoped that through dia- 
loguc, discussion, acting out and 
reading certain materials relevant 
to the ‘movement’ we will be able 
to learn the reasoning behind the 
peaceful segment of the civil rights 
and why it moved toward a more 
militant position,’’ Reynolds said. 

The materials to be used will 
be tapes, novels, historical tract 
readings, plays and persona! ex- 
periences of both the instructor 
and students. 


Black Play 
Tryouts Set 


One of the questions posed by 
Dick Reynolds, past president of 
the Black Student Union, at the 
December convocation on campus 
problems, will be answered by 
deeds next Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, March 12 and 13, The 
que stion: “Why so few black 
actors or directors on campus?” 

The deeds are tryouts for two 
black plays, ‘‘The Monster,’’ by 
Ray Milner, and ‘‘Clara’s Ole 
Man,”’ by Ed Bullins. Tryouts 
are set for 7 p.m. in Food Service 
206, 

Director Gene Riley said there 
are ten roles for men; the 
characters represent a variety 
of ages and importance. There are 
four roles for women, Riley and 
his co-director, Bebe Hooks, said 
that all black students on campus 
are eligible. 

The two black plays will be part 
of the SSC Black Festival of the 
Arts planned for May, The produc- 
tions are co-sponsored by the 
Black Student Union and the drama 
department. 
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In an effort to get the student 
more involved with the under- 
standing of self and the movement, 
the course this semester will pro- 
ceed with the reading of ‘‘The 
Dutchman,” by LeRoi Jones; the 
reading of Ken Kesey’s ‘‘One Flew 
Over the Cuckoo’s Nest’; the 
third segment will deal with the 
rhetoric of the movement, and 
will include speeches by prominent 
figures such as Martin Luther 
King and Stokeley Carmichael. The 
speeches will be criticized and 
evaluated, Films and Nat Hentoff’s 
“Call the Keeper,’? which deals 
with the problems encountered by 
the revolutionary, the pacifist, the 
dropout, the observer, the law; and 
the religious factor, both black 
and white. 

The last segment of the class 
wiil be in two parts: the first 
will be a comprehensive study of 
the historical trend of the move- 
ment, and the second wil! deal 
with a personal decision on the 
part of the individual student... 
where he stands; the second 
part will include discussion on a 
personal level, 

Details of the two required 
papers and the take home paper, 
final exam will be given at the 
time of registration.

English author Anthony Burgess 
widely-known critic, satirist, and 
professional trafficker-in-works, 
has had *‘Lots of Funat Finnegan’s 
Wake’’ and will repeat it at an SSC 
Convocation, next Tuesday, March 
1] at 3:00 p.m, in the Men’s Gym 

Burgess, who did not begin writ- 
ing seriously until he was forty, 
is the author of some ten books 
ranging in subject matter fromthe 
bawdy love-life of Shakespeare to 
Street gang adventures and the 
merits of language made plain, 
merits of language made plain. He 
insists that literature is primarily 
an auditory art, and he intends that 
his novels should be read with the 
ear rather than the eye, 

His literary versatitlity is 
matched by his musical achieve- 
ments which include composition 
of a symphony, and by his lingual 
background which enabled him to 
accept a post in 1956 as Education 
Officer in the Federation of Ma- 
laya, where he remained until the 
coming of independence. 

When Burgess was told by his 
doctors that he had only a year 
to live, he produced five novels

Seattle 
newspapers raved about the caliber 
of baskethall played by the Hornets 
anu predicted that SSC would finish 
high in the NCAA college division 
playoffs. 

So much for the foresight of 
Seattle newspapermen, 

During the season-opening road 
trip, the Hornets also lost toSimon 
Fraser and Central Washington, 
NAIA powerhouses, and to Idaho 
State and St, Mary’ s— both schools 
from tougher conferences than the 
FWC, 

With the coming of Charlie 
Walker, second team All-Far 
Western Conference center, the 
Hornets finally snapped that losing 
streak, and actually won their next 
six games in a row, 

It was beautiful. Waiker out- 
rebounded and out-shot everyone 
in sight for six straight games, 
And then success spoiled the 


Hornets, and they began to lose 
again, much to the relief of most 
everyone in the FWC, 

The Cal Aggies, defending 
league champions, and the SF State 
Gators, defending league runner- 
up, were both just a little bit 
worried watching the surging 
Hornets on that first win streak. 
Both the Aggies and SF State had 
pretty good ball clubs, but SSC’s 
looked better, 

At least, it looked better for 
a while, 

“Charles has been a major 
factor in our winning,” said Heron 
early in the year, ‘‘He’s made all 
the difference in the world to 
this club,

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Jimmie Jordan, top man on 
Sacramento State’s Junior Rose 
Bowl football team, has become 
the first 1968 Far Western Con- 
ference player to sign a 
professional football contract. 
Jordan signed an agreement Tues- 
day, March 4, with the Hamilton 
Tiger Cats, champions of the 
Canadian Football League. 

Jordai, a 6-1, 220 pound senior 
from Sacramento, said he 
welcomed the opportunity to enter 
pro football, ‘‘I appreciate the 
help that coach Ray Clemons and 
his staff have given to me during 
the past two seasons,”” Jordan 
said, ‘‘Sacramento State has one 
of the best football programs in 
California and I’m glad that it 
helped me get an education and 
a chance to earn money playing 
professional football.’’ 

Jordan, 22, a two year letter- 
nan, was named to the Associated 
Press All-American team at the 


conclusion of the 1968 season as 
well as to the FWC All-Conference 
team. He was named as the 
college lineman of the week by 
the Northern California Football 
Writers last season for his 
achievements against Nevada, He 
attributed his success as a line- 
backer to assistant coach Gary 
Quattrin, a former Hamilton Tiger 
Cats player, ‘Coach Quattrin has 
faith in me and gave me encourage- 
ment,’’ Jordan said. 

During last fall’s successful 
football season Jordan compiled 
a record of 53 tackles, 42 tackle 
assists, five fumble recoveries, 
one field goal block and robbed 
Cal Western of a pass. He was
